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EDMONTON REPORT 


Alberta’s list of poliomyelitis suf 
fevers continues to grow. By the 
end of last* week there had been 
about 1,150 since the beginning of 
the year, most of them since mid¬ 
summer. Eighty persons were list¬ 
ed as polio fatalities. 

Medical personnel, private and 
governmental, were at a loss to ex¬ 
plain a sudden upsurge around the 
capital city. Earlier in the fall the 
majority of the cases, although by 
no means all, were reported from 
southern centres, particularly jn 
the Calgary area. But from Nov. 
6 to 13, there were more than 45 
cases in Edmonton alone and sev¬ 
eral from surrounring areas. 

It was found necessary to have 
more iron lungs, the life.saving 
apparatus for serious cases, flown 
in from Winnipeg and a dozen on 
order from a Boston manufactur¬ 
er were rushed to the province by 
the RCAF at the weekend. 

From a disease that was once 
considered an attacker of the 
young, and called infantile parily- 
sis, polio has become a scourge of 
all ages. It is no respecter of 
wealth or environment, striking in 
the city and the rural areas. 

In the isolation ward of the Roy¬ 
al Alexandra hospital in Edmon¬ 
ton and in hospitals in many parts 
of the province, doctors and nurs¬ 
es directed 24-hour-a-day, seven- 
day-a-week care to those who 
have been strickei$. Some require 
treatment in iron lungs to main¬ 
tain their breathing, while others 
need only special bed care. Where 
possible family doctors keep mild 
polio cases at home.

Even after the infectious or 
quarantine period of the disease 
<14 days) is over, there remains in 
many cases the long task of re¬ 
storing the use of limbs'and mus¬ 
cles. It is a job that requires faith 
and hope on the part of both nurs¬ 
ing staff and the patient. Physio, 
therapy work, for those suffering 
from severe paralysis, takes severe 
a! months, in some cases, and pro¬ 
vincial department of health of¬ 
ficials report that some 1952 polio 
cases still are in hospital for re¬ 
habilitation. 

Fortunately, many cases are 
not the most' severe and can be 
treated like other communicable 
diseases. For the serious ones, 
there is the knowledge that medi¬ 
cal and hospital staffs have their 
hearts in the job of nursing the 
patients back to health. 

Citizens, who have children, 
wives or other relatives in the is- 
clation wards, have nothing but 
praise for the work being done. 

In the iron lung rooms of the 
isolation ward, one sees the pat¬ 
ients lying on their backs, their 
bodies from the neck down, en¬ 
closed in large metal and glass 
cylinders the mechanical lungs. 
Beneath the lung, a large bellows 
puffs silently in and out, worked 
by electricity. The effect as the 
bellows pulls out, is to draw out 
the patient's apdomen and pull 
down the diaphram. Then, as it 
moves in, the abdomen and dia¬ 
phram return to their normal pos¬ 
itions. %

At the same time, the breathing 
passages must be kept free of mu¬ 
cus and other secretions, which 
might cut off the patient’s air. 
Therefore, the patient’s head is 
is lower than the rest of his body 
and the secretions are drawn out 
through the mouth, or in some 
cases through an incision made 
through the throat and windpipe. 
Solid f6ods canhot be taken by iron 
lung patients and liquid nutrition 
is fed, drop by drop, directly into 
the stomach. Body fluids are kept 
in balance in the same manner. 

Constant attention U necessary 
for the patiet’s condition must be 
under vigilance at all times. Min¬ 
utes lost in observing an adverse 
change could be fatal.

Costs of medical attention for 
iron lung patients are high, run¬ 
ning in some cases, hospital au¬ 
thorities say, to $50 a day. Ima¬ 
gine the total cost for patients, 
some of whom are lung cases for 
more than a week. 

Although the provincial govern, 
ment is contributing to polio 
treatment, some hospital author¬ 
ities feel more is required. They 
point out that while the govern¬ 
ment pays the costs of rehabilita¬ 
tion of polio cases, it does not aid 
in meeting the costs of Infectious 
cases in the 14-day period, usual¬ 
ly the most costly. The extent of

The work of vaccination 'of 
calves for Bang’s bisease is go ng 
ahead as fast as possible and wo 
hope to haye the greater part of 
the work completed before the end 
of the year, however we will not¬ 
ify you when tho work in your 
district is to be done. 

A considerable number of farm¬ 
ers have still not sent in their 

1 stings of work to be done. If you 
have mislaid your card sent out 
several weeks ago, just drop a line, 
giving your location, or phone the 
County office, or drop in when in 
town and your work will be taken 
care of as soon as we are in your 
district. 

Control of Rusty Grain Betties 
and . Mites in farm stared grain 
this year may be rather difficult 
due to the congested storage prob¬ 
lem. but we would like to offer a 
few suggestions as recommended 
by W. Lobav of the Crop Protect¬ 
ion Service of the Dept, of Agri¬ 
culture. 

Farmers should get into the hab 
it of checking their grain every 
two weeks by looking for damp or 
crushed spots on the surface or for 
heat or toughness in the gTain. ■ 
This can be done by inserting a 
long thin rod into the bin in sever¬ 
al places and leaving for about ten 
minutes, then hold the rod against 
the back of the hand which will 
indicate, if heat is present. A dis¬ 
agreeable sweetish odor will indi¬ 
cate presence of mites. If you. find 
any reddish brown insects in the 
grain, bring in a sample to this 
office and if they cannot be ident¬ 
ified we will assist in getting them 
to the proper authorities for ident¬ 
ification. If mites or Rusty, Grain 
Beetles are present the following 
procedure is recommended far rid¬ 
ding the grain of them. This can 
be done by turning the grain in 
cold weather and chilling It to 32 
degrees F. and holding it at that 
temperature, or If it can bo chilled 
to 25 degrees and held for four 
days it will kill all insects The 
transfer of grain can be accomp¬ 
lished by using an auger, fanning' 
mill, threshing machine or com¬ 
bine. It also helps • to clean the 
grain at the time as it will take¬ 
out the insects, weed seeds and 
foreign matter. The new bin should 
be cleaned up and sprayed with a 

2 percent Pyrenone or a 1 percent 
Lindane solution, use either of 
these at a rate of 1 gallon per 1000 
square feet. Lindane is recommend 
ed as much cheaper than Pyrenone 
and has the full recommendation 
of the Dept, of Agriculture. 

Remember if you have an in¬ 
sect problem, our office is ready 
and willing to assist you in any 
way we can, realizing that the 
problem may be very difficult to 
handle until siich time as the stor¬ 
age problem is relieved.

Government authorities in the 
United States have warned grain 
farmers that, in the near future, the 
price of the grain they market will 
be affected not only by its weight, 
dockage and general condition, but 
also by its cleanliness. This means 
that otherwise good grain will be 
discounted if it is contaminated with 
insects, rodent, bird or other filth.
